The editorial appeared in a re­ 
cent issue of the North Texas Daily 
which by the way is published week­ 
ly in the summer.

'Where have all the leaders 
gone? Those old-fashioned paragons 
of dependability who with backbone 
and experience born of another age, 
expected—and received—gratifica­ 
tion from a newer generation. Where 
did we get off the track? And when 
did that proverbial dog sigh, shrug 
its shoulders and allow his tail to 
wag his body? 
"Perhaps, as some say, itbe- 
gan in the home. Recently a curt ex­ 
change was observed between a fa­ 
ther and his son. The father was 
telling a joke. Unfortunately, his son 
knew the punch line and interrupted 
his father's performance to say so. 
'Shut up,' the father said. 'You shut 
up,'the 8-year-old replied. Smiling 
apologetically, the father closed his 
mouth. Was this man afraid of his 
son, or was he pacifying the boy to 
avoid a scene? Perhaps both. 
"Possibly, instead of attach­ 
ing itself to these roots of our social 
structure, the evasive, but malign 
growth began later—in our schools. 
"Perhaps s o m e administra­ 
tors, teachers and regents have, 
through neglect and indifference, a- 
1 lowed themselves to be walked on foi 
Bowed themselves to be walked on 
for too long now. Perhaps they are 
harvesting t h e i r misbegotten crop 
from whose seeds they can rightfully 
expect more abuse and ever-ridic- 
ulous demands. 


"If mediocre parents will not 
guide and discipline their children, 
the task will fall to the educators. 
And these educators, rather than 
b o w i n g and scraping and wringing 
their collective hands, should cut the 
tail off the dog so the majority can 
survive. 
"More s c h o o l s should la y 
down—and enforce—expulsion laws 
for the small s e g m e n t of news­ 
makers who shout, demand, disrupt 
and destroy. 
"This country has enough of 
that fearful pacification practiced in 
bothschool and home. It is adodging 
tactic used by frightened men and 
ends in postponement of a situation 
that can only grow worse. It sparks 
an engulfing hunger t ha t devours 
freedom and opportunity alike. 
"And whether it ends in the 
home with a f a t h e r ' s apologetic 
smile or on a campus with a presi­ 
dent's order to close a university, 
it is deadly to the system in which 
both exist. " 


Stray dogs and abandoned old 
cars seem to be a problem every­ 
where; but we have noticed an idea 
spreading over W e s t Texas that 
seems to be working to eliminate 
both of these as problems. 
The a n s w e r being tried in 
many towns is the old bounty system. 
Several c i t i e s h a v e passed ordi­ 
nances paying abounty on stray dogs 
and abandoned cars. 
The cities are paying $2.00 for 
stray dogs delivered to the police 
stations and $5.00 for the titles to 
old cars. 
From June 19 to July 3, the 
City of Post paid bounties on over 
6 0 stray dogs and then called the 
program off until such time that it 
is deemed necessary again. 
The same program is being 
tried in Slaton and Graham. 
Only dogs without licenses are 
subject to the bounty and are held 
for several days for the owners to 
claim them and those not claimed 
are destroyed.

Agent Gives Tips 
On Control of 
Powdery Mildew 


Many plants, such as Crepe 
Myrtle, Rose and Euonymus 
are showing signs of a fungal 
disease known as powdery 
mildew. This disease, as the 
name implies, gives the plant 
the appearance of being cov­ 
ered with a powdery subs­ 
tance such as talc, explains 
County Agent Kirby Clay­ 
ton. 
Powdery mildew is diffi­ 
cult to control; however if 
the home owner will use the 
proper fungicide and make 
repeated applications, a suc­ 
cessful job can be done. 
Fungicides which 
can be 
used are Karathane, Acidone 
PM, and Folpet. Sulphur may 


Secretary 
of Agriculture 
Clifford M. Hardin today an­ 
nounced 
1971-crop 
wheat 
price-support loan levels and 
other details necessary for 
producer participation in a 
July 27-31 mail referendum 
on marketing 
quotas pro­ 
claimed earlier. The referen­ 
dum is mandatory under cur­ 
rent law in the absence of 
new legislation for the 1971 
wheat crop. 
All persons who have a legal 
interest in the approximately 
1.6 million wheat allotments 
of record will be eligible to 
participate in the referendum. 
If two-thirds or more of the 
producers voting in the refer­ 
endum 
indicate “Yes’' 
to 
marketing quotas (based on a 
national quota of 1,210 million 
bushels resulting in a national 
allotment 
of 
43.5 
million 
acres), the national average 
price-support loan rate will 
be $1.15 per bushel and the 
domestic marketing certifi­ 
cates 
will have a value of 
$1.39 per bushel making the 
total price support on that 
portion of the crop $2.54 per 
bushel or 90 percent of parity, 
as of July I, 1970. Domestic 
certificates will be issued on 
about 
535 million bushels. 
Production in excess of qyotas 
will be subject to penalty. 
Following are other appli­ 
cable conditions under a “Yes” 
or a “No” vote in the referen­ 
dum under existing law. 
If marketing quotas for the 
1971 crop are approved by a 
“Yes” vote: 
I. Domestic wheat market­ 
ing certificates will be paid 
on 47 percent of the projected 
production 
on the alloted

Other fungicides such 
as Captan and Zineb are not 
effective for powdery mildew; 
thus many homeowners do 
not get the desired control 
when using them. 
Repeated applications 
of 
the 
recommended material 
should be made at 5-7 day 
intervals until a minimum of 
three have been made, ad­ 
vises the county agent. Weath­ 
er conditions may necessitate 
additional 
applications 
to 
keep the disease controlled. 
The secret to powdery mil­ 
dew, concludes Clayton, is 
selection of the right material 
and its repeated use.
